Balloon 
adventure 


Andy Elson and Colin Prescot, 
the British balloonists who 
failed to become the first to 
circumnavigate the globe, are 
back in a balloon. This time, 
they plan to fly to the edge of 
space in the biggest manned 


balioon in history, as they aim 
to reach an altitude of 40,233m 
The current record stands at 
34,667m and was set in 1961 by 
two US navy officers. The 
balloon is made from polythene 


though it's 400 times 
bigger than normai balloons 
it weighs just three tonnes. The 
daring duo will wear spacesuits 
as they have also opted for an 
open flight deck as opposed to 
a pressurised capsule for their 
8- to 12-hour journey. The 
balloon, which will be as high 
as the Empire State Building 
when launched, will take off 
from the UK between July and 
September next year and will 
be shown live on TV.
